It is inhuman to think people would resort to a trick of this 


kind for revenge. There is no responsibility, under the present 
law, attached to securing a search warrant. 
Homes can be 


violated with impunity. Just because anyone is jeady to say 


' he or she "believes" an unlawful act is being committed, a 


warrant can issue. Under the Doyle bill; satisfactory, and 
complete evidence must be given before the search warrant 
can issue. , 


Here is tjie difference.- Under the old law, one may have a 


grudge against you. He may say he believes you are making 
hooch in your home. The search warrant is issued and your 
home violated. Under the changed law, he must offer satisfy- 
ing and competent evidence that the crime is being committed. 
In the first case, if the search is fruitless, as it is in scores of 
cases, the only one injured is the person against whom the 
search warrant is issued and the courts are cluttered up with 
too many cases that have to be thrown out or nol pressed. All 
the accuser has to say is that he believed what was in the war- 
rant 
Under the new law, the search warrant will not be issued 


unless the court is certain and no one is injured, nor the wheels 
of justice hindered in-their progress.

prospect of the passage of the house 
of the senate resolution, fostered by 


j Senator Xorris of, Nebraska, -submit- 
ting to the states for •ratification, 
a 


proposed amendment to the constitu- 
tution of the United States advanc- 
ing the inauguration of the President 
and the assembling of a newly elect- 
ed .congress to January Immediately 
following their election. 


House leaders have been sounding 


the sentiment in that body and, re- 
port they find the - proposition sent 
over by the senate has been received 
with pronounced favor., The belief ob- 
tains that no one of the closing days 
of the session, when 'motions to' sus- 
pend the rules are in order, a mo- 
tion will be made under the rule to 
pass the resolution. This will require 
a two-thirds vote. 


The understanding is that Presi- 


dent Harding will not interpose re- 


sistance to the effort to enact the leg- 
'islatlon although he is personally not 
in favor of it. Upon more than one 
occasion he. has voiced the 
opinion 


that the fathers were wise in provid- 
ing for the interregnum between the 
election of the congress and its as- 
sembling in Border to let the voters 
"cool off" and take second thought 
upon some possible upheaval of pub- 
lic .sentiment expressed in the heat 
of a popular campaign. 


At this time, however, the Presi- 


dent is described as ta'king the posi' 
tion that if two thirds of the legisla-
